D208117622,  Official  Public  Records,  Tarrant  County,  Texas.  The  Lease  covers  the  following 
lands  (the  "Lands"):

The  Lease  is  recognized  by  Lessor  as  being  in  full  force  and  effect.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
Lessor  and  Lessee  to  amend  the  Lease  as  to  the  particular  provisions  set  out  below.

"Two  (2)  years  following  the  expiration  of  the  primary  term  of  this 
lease  or  upon  the  expiration  of  any  extension  or  renewal  of  the 
primary  term,  whichever  occurs  last,  Lessee  shall  release  all  rights 
lying  one  hundred  feet  (100')  below  the  stratigraphic  equivalent  of 
the  base  of  the  deepest  formation  drilled;  provided,  however,  if 
Lessee  is  then  engaged  in  operations  on  the  leased  premises  or  on 
lands  pooled  therewith,  this  lease  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  as  to  all  depths  so  long  as  no  more  than  ninety  (90)  days 
elapse  between  said  operations." 


If  the  amendment(s),  set  out  above,  varies  from  a  provision(s)  or  term(s)  already  existing 
in  the  Lease,  the  amending  provision(s)  specifically  supersedes  the  provision(s)  or  term(s) 
originally  contained  in  the  Lease.

When  executed,  counterpart 
shall  be  binding  on  the  party  signing  it,  regardless  of  whether  all  Lessors  execute  this  Amendment.
